Meeting Schedule 

The Commission is currently scheduled to meet on December 16, 2011. The 
Commission should consider canceling that meeting, for the following 
reasons: 

(1) There will only be 12 working days between the November 
meeting and the December meeting. Realistically, the staff would 
be hard-pressed to prepare enough new material to justify the 
December meeting. 

(2) If the Commission has a quorum at its November meeting, it 
should be able to dispose of all business that must be wrapped up 
in 2011. 

(3) It is possible that the Commission will not be able to achieve a 
quorum in December. After the November meeting, we could have 
as many as six vacant seats. Even if those seats are filled 
immediately, it is not certain that the new appointees would be 
available to attend the December meeting.
